New License Plates 
To Be Out March 15th. 


First issuance of new motor car lic- 
enses for the 1949-50 license year 
which will open April 1 will be around 
March 15, according to information 
received by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association.

As one preacher 
pointed out “It is easier to believe in 
miraculous power than: miraculous 
love.” Jesus had both, and the leprosy

Agricultural chemists familiar with 
effects of the new chemicals warn 
that forage treated with them should 
not be fed dairy animals, Nor should 
stockmen feed treated vegetation to 
animals being fattened for slaughter 
since the poisons may accumulate ‘in 
the animals’ fatty tissues and render 
the meat unfit for food. Another pos- 
sibility is that the poison may appear 
in milk and. butter. 

Neither chemical should bée applied 
to fruits or edible leafy vegetables un- 
less the latter are washed thoroughly 
before they are eaten.

Victoria—Atomic rescarch by-pro- 
ducts are proving’ beneficial to plant 
cultivation, Dr. William Newton said 
in an address here.

EARLY CARE REDUCES 
LATER DENTAL CARE 
Scientific investigation has proved 
that if parents provide careful and 
competent dental treatment for their 
child, commencing at 2% or 3 years of 
agé, and continue. to provide this 
treatment as often as the dentist aa- 
vises, they will find, when he is 16 
years old, that the cost of his denta) 
treatment is only one-third of what 
it would be if they had deferred treat- 
ment’until he was 13 years old ~~ 

That is the National Health Week 
message from the Canadian Dental 
Association. 

Small tiny cavities are filled pain- 
lessly, and the cost Is \ery little. This 
plan assures the child better general 
health, because there will be no sore 
aching teeth to prevent proper masti- 
eation of food, and cauee lack of sleep 
and rest. Also it will improve his ap- 
pearance, prevent irregular teeth, 
greatly assist him in his speech, and 
open up better opportunities for him 
later in life. 

Of course home care, attention, and 
teaching him how to adopt good mouth 
habits, are essential 

In order to save this two-thirds cost 
the mother must have a reasonable 
knowledge of proper diet, for the 
foods eaten make all the difference in 
the world. The amount of sugar and 
foods made from refined flours must 
be reduced greatly: Candy bars and 
soft. drinks can be very destructive to 
tooth structure. Fruit, vegetables raw 
ana cooked, nuts, whole grain bread, 
and plenty of milk, butter, eggs, cheese 
and meat must be used. Horne care ana 
correct diet, to go along with periodl- 
cal dental treatment by a careful, com 
petent dentist--commencing at three 
years of age—will save enough (in 
dental bills alone) to give the child a 
nest egg in the bank. 

A new method of prevention being 
used by dentists today is the applica. 
tion of a 2% solution of Sodium Fluor- 
ide to each tooth. This requires at 
least four applications at intervals. 
The benefit of this lasts for several 
years, so the best ages are at 3 - 7 - 10 
and 13 years. This is not effective for 
adults, as it must be applied while 
the child is still grow‘ng. While it 
does not help every child, health auth- 
orities state that this treatment will 
cut down tooth decay sometimes as 
much as 40 pereent. Sodium Fluoride 
is a poisonous drug, but a dentist can 
apply this solution safely. 
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CANADIAN EXPORTS EXCEED 
THREE BILLION IN 1948 


Canadian commodity exports ex- 
ceeded three billion dollars during the 
past year, being surpassed only by the 
values in 1944 and 1945 when. ship- 
other war 
matefials were particularly large.’ The 
total for 1948 was $3,075.8 million, four 
times the 1938 figure, and a quarter of 
a billion greater than in 1947. 

Of particular significance are the 
Canadian exports to the United Stat- 
es, amounting to $1,501 million, the 
largest value on record. Measures tak- 
en in November 1947 to conserve 
United States dollars. and to develop 
markets south of the border are par- 
tially responsible for the better pos!- 
tion. In particular, a movement € 
cattle and beef from. this country te 
the United States during the last four 
months of the year contributed sub- 
stantially, — 

On the other hand, exports to. the 
Commonwealth countries declined dur 
ing the year from $1,168.56 million in 
1947 to $1,032.4 million in 1948, larg- 
ely as a result of the reduction in ship 
ments to the United Kingdom. There 
was a marked decline in shipments to 
Australia and New Zealand but ex- 
ports to the Union of South Africa 
reached a new peak of $83.2 million 
as compared with $66.7 million in 1947.

The University is a large and com- 
plex organization devoted to two basic 
ends—that of teaching Young men and 
women in order to keep alive the 
great body of knowledge which forms 
our cultural heritage, pa that of push 
ing forward the frontiers of knowledge 
still further to promote a better life for 
mankind. ‘These two furictions are, in 
the University, interdependent and in- 
separable. 

The organization of such a_ great 
institution seems at first to be very 
complex, so a few words of explanation 
may be useful at the start of this ser- 
les. 
The University of Alberta was creat 
ed by an Act of the first session of the 
first legislature of tho Province in 
1906, but it is now governed under 
the terms of a new Act of 1942. The 
Lieutenant Governor as representative 
of His Majesty the King in right of 
the Province is the Visitor of the Un- 
iversity. The position of highest dig- 
nity among University officials is that 
of Chancellor, He is elected by Convo- 
cation, is chairman of that body and 
confers all degrees.

: Tie first club was organized. at 
Roland, Manitoba, in 1911. Under 
the Agricultural Isxtension Services 
of the several provinces tl move- 
ment has expanded until, in 1948, 
there were 3,484 organized clubs 
with an. active membership of 
45,397. The Canadian Council on 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work seeks 
to co-ordinate and develop the. 
program across the country. 

Some Interesting Facts.* The 
Prairie Provinces are serving, 
through: club activities, a higher 
proportion of the rural youth of 
club age, than any other part of 
Canada. With over a million young 
people of club age on farms in 
Canada only 1 out of every 26 
was enrolled in the 1948 club 
program. In Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, however, the 
ratio last year was 1 out of 8, 1 out 
of 16, and '1 out of 14, respectively. 
Much remains to be accomplished 
before ‘we equal the record of the 
US.A. where.1 out of every 4 
eligible farm boys and girls 1 
enrolled in Junior work (the 4-H 
Club ‘program). 

“Learnng to Do by Doing”. 
This basic principle of club work 
involves local leadership, sup- 
plemented with an interesting pro- 
ipa and adequate study material.

PRACTICAL ASSISTANCE 
TO THE BLIND 

White Cane Week. which is being 
held from February 6th to 13th, across 
Canada, reminds us that there may be 
a blind person in our neighborhood to 
whom we might “lend our eyes” from 
time to’ time. The Canadian Counell 
of the Blind and The Canadian Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind, joint 
sponsors for the White Cane Cam-~ 
paign, have issued the following point~ 
ers about the sort of assistance that 
is really useful to sightless peuple: 

Most blind men and women have no 
wish to be babied, but there are many 
ways in which sighted people can he'y}

A blind housewife would appreciate 
a little Nneighbourly assistance witn 
her shopping, either at the local groc- 
er’s or on a downtown expedition to 
select a spring suit. Any blind student 
requires’ a regular reaver, and many 
who are not students would enjoy the
